NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 25th February 1976 

G.S.R. 93(E).—In exercise of the. powers conferred by sections 7, 8, 21, 28, 29, 31, 
32, 34, 35, 43 and 74 of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 
1933, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 
1976, 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of March, 1976. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in 
rule 59, for the words “one rupee and twenty five paise", the words “two rupees” shall 
be substituted. 

3. In rule 64 of the said rules, for the figures and word “15 paise”, the figures and 
word "25 paise” shall be substituted. 

4. In rule 68 of the said rules, for the Table, the following Table shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"TABLE 

Letter, air-letter, postcard and packet 

Bulk frag of printed matter

Ten rupee?, 
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5. For rule 74 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 
“74, In addition to the postage and the fee for registration, the following further 
fees shall be charged for insurance:— 


(a) When the- value insured does 

not exceed Rs, 100/-. 

(b) When the value insured 

exceeds Rs. 100/- but docs 
not exceed Rs, 5000/-. 


Rupee one. 

Rupee one for the first Rs- 100/- or 
fraction thereof and fifty paise for 
every additional Rs, 100/- or frac¬ 
tion thereof. 


(c) When the value Insured ex¬ 
ceeds Rs. 5000/- but docs 
not exceed Rs. 10,000. 


For amounts upto Rs. 5,000/- the same 
as for item (b) above and rupees 
three for every Rs. 1000/- or frac¬ 
tion thereof in excess of Rs. 5000/-.” 


6. In rule 96 of the said rules, in sub-rule (2), under the heading “Schedule of Fees”, 
for the entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely;— 

“Amount specified for Not exceeding Rs. 10/- 50 paise 

recovery from the Exceeding Rs. 10/- but 

addressee. not exceeding Rs. 20/- Rs. 1-00 

Exceeding Rs. 20/- Rs. 1-50” 


7, For rule 98 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“98. The amount to be recovered from the addressee shall be the sum specified 
by the sender for remittance to himself plus a commission as prescribed by 
rule 112 on the amount specified for remittance to the sender. When the 
amount due is recovered from the addressee, the sum for payment to the 
sender shall be remitted to him by means of a money order.” 

8. For rule 112 of the said rules and the provisos thereunder, the following rule and 
the proviso shall be substituted, namely:— 


“112. A commission on the issue of inland 
following rates, namely:— 


(1) Where the amount of remittance 
does not exceed Rs. 20/-. 

(li) Where the amount of remittance 
exceeds Rs. 20/-. 


money orders shall be charged at tho 

25 paise for every sum of Rs. 10 A 
or fraction thereof. 

50 paise for every sum of Rs. 20A 
or fraction thereof. 


Provided that the amount of commission payable on a Family Allotment Money 
Order booked by an Army Record Office, shall be calculated at 1.75 per 
cent, of the total amount of the Family Allotment Money Orders booked 
and in making such calculation, a fraction'of a paisa less than 5 palee shall 
be disregarded and a fraction of a paisa equal to or exceeding 5 paise shall 
be regarded as one paisa.” 


5. In rule 113 of the said rules, for the words, figures and brackets "rule 112(1)“, 
the word and figures "rule 112” shall be substituted, 


10. For rule 114 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“114. The remitter of a money order shall fill in ink on a money order form 
prescribed and supplied by the Director General such particulars as the 
Director General may require. Such particulars may be written in English 
or Hindi or any Indian language.” 

11. In rule 128 of the said rules, for the words and figures, “In addition to these 
charges, a supplementary fee of 50 paise shall be charged on each telegraphic money 
order issued.”, the words, letters and figures “Tn addition to these charges, a supplemen¬ 
tary fee at the rate of rupee one for each telegraphic money order issued upto Rs. 50 and 
at the rate of rupees two for each telegraphic money order issued exceeding Rs. 50 but 
not exceeding Rs. 200 and at the rate of rupees three for each telegraphic money order 
Issued exceeding Rs. 200 shall be charged,” shall be substituted. 


12. In rules 123 and 139 of the said rules, for the words, brackets and figures “sub¬ 
rule (1) of rule 112”, the words and figures “rule 112” shall be substituted. 
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13. For rule 130 pf the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:^* 

“130, The remitter of a telegraphic money order shall fill in ink on a money order 
form prescribed and supplied by the Director General, such particulars as 
the Director General may require." 

14. In rule 194 of the said rules, under the heading “Registration Envelopes”, for the 
word and figures “Rupees 1.50”, the word and figures “Rupees 2.25” shall be substituted.
